If he wants to go tube, my vote is the FT-101. 

Not because it's such a great radio; it's passable and serviceable, 
but because there are a lot of them around, they're inexpensive, 
easy to work on and there's a large pool of people experienced 
with them, so help should be readily available. 


If he wants something more "today," I recommend he 

shop around for one of the earlier Icom 706 models. 

A little more expensive; they run $400-$500, but 

it's a good, solid radio that also has a large support base, 
holds up well to "newbie" abuse and is easy to operate. 


My over-all advice would be that he spend the extra money

I'd also vote for the Kenwood TS 520 (S)... with the external vfo-the 
latter makes the combo work split frequency (same band, though), as 
separate rx and tx. 


I had the combo for 18 years as my primary rig, with a SB200 linear, and 
the original finals were still giving full output when I traded it in 
for a newer rig. Believe they were a Japanese S2001 tube (or something, 
like that) but believe the 6146B was a drop-in replacement. And the S 
model, with digital readout replacing the dial readout, was a nice 
advantage.

My favorite AM radio, any era: The Collins 513-3/R-388. Why? It's the same age 
I am (1946), and was my very first boatanchor (thanks to Nick, KD4CPL!). It was 
astonishingly sophisticated for the time it was designed and is still a great 
performer. It also LOOKS like a radio is supposed to look! Big, black, lots of 
knobs to twist, cool lighted dial. It's linear tuning, incredible stability, and 
other high-performance features have pretty much spoiled my appreciation for many 
of the other radios in the shack. If you consider contemporary radios (late 
40's), 

this receiver was truly a major breakthrough in design. 


Favorite SSB radio: the 75A-4 (for obvious reasons, and see above), with a 
slightly modified 513-4 a very close second. Great thing about the 'J-4 (with 
a product detector and suitable AGC mod's) is that it's quite happy on bands 
that were not imagined when the 'A-4 was built.. 


Great xlookingx receivers: the TMC GPR-90 (though not a great performer, sadly), 
the NC-300/303, and the 75A-1. 


Great looking AND great performing: SX-115! 


Favorite mililtary radio: the National FRR-59. Can't beat it for sheer out and 
out complexity, though it's not really what you'd call ‘beautiful’. 


Of course, those great little Drake radios will run rings around any of the older 
Collins radios.. :)

My recommendation to new hams is to get a modern solid state transceiver 
to avoid major frustrations and not lose interest and deal with the 
older stuff later if their is an interest in it. An IC-706 is a good 


choice. A better choice in my opinion is the Yaesu FT-900 which has a 
built-in antenna tuner and more features than the 706 although it is 
only 160-10. I have both radios and have the FT-900 mobile. I don't like 
that the 706 is all menu driven. I believe both of these radios can be 
haad in the $400-500 price range. 


My recommendation on older transceivers would be the Kenwood TS-830S. 
Much better receiver than the 520, the 820 and the 530S. Manufactured 
for 8-9 years so they are plentiful. Covers the WARC bands, uses 6146's 
in the final, has a digital display. With a CW filter, still a decent 
radio for CW DXing. Still very usable on today's bands and not too 
difficult to work on. Plus, you still get to tune up the transmitter. A 
nice remote vfo with 5 memories is also available. Couple that radio 
with an SB-200.
